as millions upon millions of 
clocks across the country slip 
back one full hour to accu- 
rately reflect this annual 
event. 

The confusion as to when 
DST starts and ends is under- 
standable. The time adjust- 
ment started out in the 1960’s 
running from the last Sunday 
in April through the last Sun- 
day in October. In 1986, the 
start date moved to the first 
Sunday in April, and the En- 
ergy Policy Act of 2007 
changed it again to a period 
extending from the second 
Sunday in March through the 
first Sunday in November, a 
time frame that remains to 
this day. 

Daylight Savings Time has 
been touted as a crime deter- 
rent, a reducer of vehicle acci- 
dents, and energy conserving 
practice, even a means of in- 
creasing voter turnout...yet 
the statistics in support of 
those benefits hasn’t exactly 
held up since it’s official in- 
ception over forty years ago. 
Residents of Arizona and 
Hawaii don’t bother with DST 
at all, and it is a concept 
avoided in several continents 
and countries across the 
globe, including Asia, most of 
Africa, and about half of 
South America. 

The primary drawback is 
the effect on our bodies. Dur- 
ing the initial days and weeks 
following the spin of the clock 
many people struggle to get 
their internal body clocks 
readjusted with the mechani- 
cal ones. Patterns of irregular 
sleep, missed appointments 
(forgot to reset that clock, did- 
n’t you?), and that general 
fuzzy feeling of not being 
quite in sync with the light of 
day will gradually dissipate in 
the coming weeks. 

Don’t get too set in that new 
routine, however, Daylight 
Savings Time will return 
about the time spring begins 
to look like a possibility, on 
early Sunday morning March 
13, 2016. 

So don’t forget to set your 
clocks back an hour before 
going to bed this Saturday 
evening, and enjoy that extra 
hour of well-deserved rest.

Boyne City Man charged with 


murder may plead insane 


Attorneys for Matthew Mark 
Fruge, 34, of Boyne City filed pa- 
pers indicating they may raise an 
insanity defense to the open mur- 
der charged filed against Fruge. 
They also sought an examination 
regarding competency. 

As aresult, 90th District Court 
Judge James N. Erhart signed an 
order requiring the Center for 
Forensic Psychiatry to conduct 
evaluations regarding Fruge’s 
competency to stand trial as well 
as criminal responsibility. 

Under Michigan law, a defen- 
dant to a criminal charge shall be 
presumed competent to stand 
trial. He shall be determined in- 
competent to stand trial only if 
he is incapable because of his 
mental condition of understand- 
ing the nature and object of the 
proceedings against him or of as- 
sisting in his defense in a rational 
manner. 

When a report regarding com- 
petency is received from the Cen- 
ter, a competency hearing must 
be held within five days. 

If Fruge is found to be compe- 
tent to stand trial, proceedings 
against him will move forward. 
The issue of legal insanity would 
ultimately be determined at trial. 

An individual is legally insane 
if, as a result of mental illness or 
as aresult of having an intellec- 
tual disability that person lacks 
substantial capacity either to ap- 
preciate the nature and quality 
or the wrongfulness of his or her 
conduct or to conform his or her 
conduct to the requirements of 
the law. 

The burden of proof is on the 
defense to prove insanity by a 
preponderance of the evidence. 

Fruge is charged with the mur- 
der of Jacob Conklin in Bay 
Township on October 1, 2015. 
Fruge is being held without bond 
in the Charlevoix County Jail.

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2015 fiscal year audit presented at Boyne City Commission meeting

At the Tuesday, October 27 
Boyne City Commission meeting, 
the 2015 fiscal year-end Boyne 
City Audit was presented by Joe 
Verlin of Gabridge & Company. 
The audit period ran through 
April 30 of this year, and 
Gabridge noted that the financial 
report showed the City was “well 
within healthy municipal stan- 
dards” and “was doing a very 
good job managing expenses and 
keeping them in line.” No defi- 
ciencies were found with internal 
controls and with an improved 
bottom line the audit showed 
“prudent financial management 
and a healthy financial position” 
for the City. The complete audit

Highlights of the audit showed 
the assets of the City exceeded its 
liabilities at the close of the most 
recent fiscal year by $24,126,810 


(net position). At the close of the 
current fiscal year, the City’s gov- 
ernmental funds reported com- 
bined fund balances of $4,341,964, 
an increase of $468,520 in compar- 
ison with the prior year. At the 
end of the current fiscal year, 
unassigned fund balance for the 
general fund was $2,673,178, or 
approximately 82% of total gen- 
eral fund expenditures and trans- 
fers out.

Other business during the 
meeting included unanimous 
Commission approval of a resolu- 
tion of concurrence for an 
Amended Combined Brownfield — 
Act 381 Work Plan for the South 
Lake Street Redevelopment proj- 
ect for MDEQ Environmental and 
MSF Non-environmental eligible 
activities. Catt Realty Company 
is in the process of redeveloping 
two buildings (210 Front Street 
and 202 Lake Street) for commer- 
cial and retail use. During initial

testing the Lake Street property 
soils were found to be inadequate 
to bear the load of proposed proj- 
ect, so the project scope has been 
reduced. The project has been ad- 
justed from the previously pro- 
posed three-story building to 
single story structures and this 
amendment reflects this change. 
The revised estimated investment 
is $3.8million (originally $6.5mil- 
ion) with eligible activity cost 
being $130,985 (originally 
$179,285). 

In regards to a Main Street De- 
sign Committee request to submit 
various grants on behalf of the 
City for the Last River Draw 
Sculpture, the Commission unan- 
imously approved the request and 
consideration of approval to sub- 
mit a joint permit application to 
the Michigan Department of En- 
vironmental Quality and US 
Army Corps of Engineers, along 
with a letter of support from City 
of Boyne City. The project is a 
proposed life-size bronze sculp- 


ture of a logger at the edge of the 
Boyne River east of the Park 
Street Bridge. The total project 
cost is estimated at $50,000. The 
MEDC grant request is for $25,000 
with remaining $25,000 to be 
raised locally. Sculptor Martha 
Sulfridge presented a scale model 
of the proposed sculpture at the 
meeting. 

Other considerations addressed 
at the meeting, each of which 
were unanimously approved by 
the Commission, were: 

- Consideration to authorize the 
City Manager and the City 
Clerk/Treasurer to take steps to 
renew the City’s liability insur- 
ance through the Michigan Town- 
ship Participating Plan and 
obtain three year rate guarantee 
endorsement at an estimated 
price of $60,580 for 2015-2016. 

This amount is up slightly from 
$59, 328 for insurance this past 
year, and quoted amount includes 
the new DPW building. 

- Consideration to proceed with 
delayed reimbursement for the 
outstanding advance construc- 
tion amount for Court Street of 
$201,396 until November 2016. 
Funding from MDOT is at 
$510,604 of the original $703,000 
funding amount leaving a short- 
fall of $201,396. Total project cost 
is estimated at $889,912 with the 
additional funding coming from 
City, Township, Federal “D” and 
State “D” funds. 

- Authorize City staff to pur- 
chase three new computers plus 
recommended options from Mar- 
cor Technologies, LLC at a cost 
not to exceed $2,670. Also in- 
cluded is the purchase of thirteen 
Microsoft Office 2016 user li- 
censes at a cost not to exceed 
$4,060 and have Mark Corbiser 
from Marcor Technologies install 
the new hardware and deploy 
software upgrades for and esti- 
mated cost of $1,000. The com-

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Halloween Safety Tips — A happy Halloween is a safe Halloween

Halloween is one of the most 


enjoyable annual celebrations for 


kids of all ages. It’s the biggest 
costume party of the year, an op- 
portunity to greet those smiling 


faces of neighborhood children at 


the front door, and of course, 
nary a sweet tooth goes unsatis- 
fied. A happy Halloween is a safe 
Halloween, so here are a few tips 


to help ensure this October 31st is 


the best Halloween ever. 

The American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics (AAP) points out that 
costumes should be bright and 
reflective. Make sure that shoes 
fit well and that costumes are 
short enough to prevent tripping, 
entanglement or contact with 
flame (though costumes should 
be non-flammable). 

Consider adding reflective tape 


or striping to costumes and trick- 


or-treat bags for greater visibil- 
ity. Glow Sticks, Glow Stick 
bracelets and small flashlights 
are accessories that also help 
raise a child’s visibility in the 


dark. Because masks can limit or 


block eyesight, consider non- 


toxic makeup and decorative hats 


as safer alternatives. Hats should 


fit properly to prevent them from 
sliding over eyes. 

If a sword, cane, or stick is a 
part of your child's costume, 
make sure it is not sharp or too 
long. Teach children how to call 
9-1-1 (or their local emergency 
number) if they have an emer- 
gency or become lost. 

The AAP also notes that to 
keep homes safe for visiting 
trick-or-treaters, residents 
should remove from the porch 
and front yard anything a child 
could trip over such as garden 
hoses, toys, bikes and lawn deco- 
rations. They should also check 
outdoor lights and replace 
burned-out bulbs, wet leaves 
should be swept from sidewalks 
and steps, and please restrain 
pets so they do not inadvertently 
jump on or bite a trick-or-treater. 

A few AAP tips for making the 
neighborhood rounds on Hal- 
loween evening; 

- A parent or responsible adult 
should always accompany young 
children while trick-or-treating. 

- If your older children are 
going alone, plan and review the 


route that is acceptable to you. 
Agree on a specific time when 
they should return home. 

- Only go to homes witha 
porch light on and never enter a 
home or car for a treat. 

Because pedestrian injuries 
are the most common injuries to 
children on Halloween, remind 
trick-or treaters to: 

- Stay in a group and communi- 
cate where they will be going. 

- Carry a cell phone for quick 
communication. 

- Remain on well-lit streets and 
always use the sidewalk. 

- If no sidewalk is available, 
walk at the far edge of the road- 
way facing traffic. 

- Never cut across yards or use 
alleys. 

- Only cross the street as a 
group in established crosswalks 
(as recognized by local custom). 
Never cross between parked cars 
or out driveways. 

- Don't assume the right of way. 
Motorists may have trouble spot- 
ting trick-or-treaters. Just be- 
cause one car stops, doesn't mean 
others will! 

- Law enforcement authorities 


should be notified immediately of 


any suspicious or unlawful activ- 
ity 


Of course, Halloween means 
lots and lots of candy and treats. 
A good meal prior to parties and 
trick-or-treating will discourage 
youngsters from filling up on 
Halloween treats. Also; 

- Consider purchasing non-food 
treats for those who visit your 
home, such as coloring books or 
pens and pencils. 

-Wait until children are home 
to sort and check treats. 

- Though tampering is rare, a 
responsible adult should closely 
examine all treats and throw 
away any spoiled, unwrapped or 
suspicious items. 

- The Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) recom- 
mends eating only 
factory-wrapped treats. Avoid 
eating homemade treats unless 
you know the cook well. 

It’s also a very good idea to ra- 
tion treats for the days following 
Halloween. Let’s see; three for 
the trick-or-treater, one for me...

Plant-based diets are becom- 
ing increasingly popular. Vege- 
tarians cite several reasons for 
not using animal products such 
as a concern for the treatment of 
animals, to lose weight or im- 
prove health outcomes. Dietary 
changes are an essential compo- 
nent of treating diabetes. The 
standard recommendations are 
to restrict portion sizes and limit 
the amount of carbohydrates. A 
plant-based diet for those with 
diabetes has many advantages. 

Researching populations 
throughout the world finds that 
people who follow plant-based 
diets, including beans, vegeta- 
bles, rice and other whole 
grains, were less likely to de- 


velop diabetes. Adopting a west- 
ern diet increased the likelihood 
for type-2 diabetes. Diets with 
large amounts of meats and fats, 
common in the U.S. diet, cause 
the body to be insulin resistant. 
Low-fat, plant-based diets im- 
prove insulin sensitivity, and re- 
duce blood sugar and 
cholesterol. 

A plant-based lifestyle can 
also become a natural means of 
losing weight or maintaining a 
weight loss. Fruits, vegetables, 
legumes and grains have fewer 
calories per ounce and are less 
dense than animal products. As 
a result, it is possible to eat 
larger quantities of plant-based 
products and consuming fewer 
calories. 

Eliminating animal products 


means avoiding red meat, poul- 
try, fish, dairy products and 
eggs. For the greatest benefit of 
a plant-based diet, eliminate ani- 
mal products entirely. A vegan 
diet eliminates dairy products 
and eggs. Using non-fat dairy 
and only egg whites is not 
enough. Animal products of all 
types have animal protein. 
When eaten in large quantities, 
animal protein can be harmful 
to the kidneys and lead to cal- 
cium loss. Substitutes are avail- 
able for dairy products (almond, 
soy, rice) and eggs. 

Next, avoid added vegetable 
oils. Although these fats are 
"healthier" than animal fats, oils 
are high in calories. Cook with 
water or nonstick cooking spray. 
Use spices or mustard for sea- 


soning instead of oil. Read the 
label - aim for two or fewer 
grams of fat per serving. 

Select foods lower on the 
glycemic index. The glycemic 
index identifies foods according 
to their impact on blood sugar. 
High glycemic index foods in- 
crease blood sugar quickly. 

High glycemic foods include: 
White and wheat bread, water- 
melon, pineapple, white pota- 
toes, sugar and most dry cereals. 
Lower glycemic foods are: rye 
and pumpernickel bread, barley, 
oats, pasta, sweet potatoes, 
beans, lentils, vegetables and 
most fruits. Always, before mak- 
ing a major change in diet, con- 
sult your physician.

Lon Johnson grew up in the 
Downriver community of Rock- 
wood. In 1992, he worked his 
first Congressional campaign in 
a 52% Republican base district. 
He won despite the fact that his 
candidate was outspent 3-to-1. 
In the years that followed, John- 
son continued to run and win 
campaigns in states across the 
country. In 1999 he took a posi- 
tion fundraising for Al Gore’s 
presidential campaign in 
George W. Bush’s backyard: 
Texas. 

In 2001 Congressman Dingell 
asked Johnson to return to 
Michigan to run his primary 
campaign against Lynn Rivers. 
After winning Congressman 
Dingell’s primary, Johnson took 
a position with the Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Commit- 
tee in 2003 and as the Michigan 
Director of America Coming 
Together in 2004. In 2005, He 
spent six months in Iraq with 
the National Democratic Insti- 
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tute helping rebuild 
a political infra- 
structure in the 
wake of the Iraq 
War. Upon return- 
ing from Iraq, he 
went to work for a 
firm focused on in- 
vesting in and 
growing U.S. manu- 
facturing compa- 
nies. 

In 2012, Johnson 
ran for the Michi- 
gan State House of 
Representatives in 
the 103rd District, 
and received more 
than 47% of the 
vote in an over- 
whelmingly Repub- 
lican district. 
Johnson most re- 
cently served as 
Chair of the Michi- 
gan Democratic 
Party. For more 
than 20 years, John- 
son has been a 
leader in the Democratic Party. 
He has served in critical strate- 
gic roles for political campaigns 
and committees, advocacy or- 
ganizations and businesses. He 
currently lives in Kalkaska 
County, Michigan with his wife, 
Julianna Smoot, who served as 
Deputy Campaign Manager for 
President Obama's re-election 
campaign in 2012. 

Retired Major General Jerry 
Cannon is a Vietnam veteran. 
Cannon served as a Major Gen- 
eral in the Michigan Army Na- 
tional Guard and was deployed 
multiple times around the 
world to keep America safe, in- 
cluding tours in Iraq. While in 
Traq, he oversaw military police 
operations as Deputy Com- 
manding General for Detainee 
Operations and U.S. Forces-Iraq 
Provost Marshal General. After 
serving as Marine in Vietnam, 
Cannon joined the Army Na- 
tional Guard in 1977, retiring in 
2012. 

Using the GI Bill, Cannon 
earned a degree in Criminal 
Justice from University of De- 
troit in 1976. Upon graduation, 
he became a police officer, then 
a detective and eventually was 
elected Sheriff of Kalkaska 
County, Michigan. Cannon won 
election four times, eventually 
retiring in 2004 in order to focus 
on military deployments to 
Cuba and Iraq. Cannon unsuc- 
cessfully challenged Republican 
Dan Benishek in 2014 for his 
seat in Michigan’s First Con- 
gressional District. 

Cannon and his wife, Eliza- 
beth, live in Fife Lake, Michi- 
gan. Married for 45 years, they 
are the parents of four children, 
including a son who served two 
tours in Afghanistan. They have 
seven grandchildren.

IRONTON FERRY SERVICE 
SUSPENDED 


The Charlevoix County 
Transportation Authority 
has determined it will be 
necessary for the Ironton 
Ferry to remain closed for 
the remainder of the 2015 
season, due to the exten- 
sive damage caused by an 
October 2nd private vehicle 
fire while aboard the ferry. 
The Transportation Author- 
ity anticipates no fire-re- 
lated delay in the annual re- 
opening on April 15, 2016 
as scheduled.
